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BRITAIN ON CZECH CRISIS 
^THE British government, after long and 
careful inquiry into the Czechoslo­ 
vakian problem and the general situation 
in Central Europe, seems to have worked 
out a policy, 
It is not directly a British 
problem, of course, but Britain might be 
drawn into the vortex again if Germany 
started marching and another continental 
war developed. 
And Britain can offer ad­ 
vice to the Czech government as one 
“democratic power” to another. 
It isn’t likely that the Czechs will be 
satisfied, however, with the advice they 
get from London. 
Their government is 
said to have told that it must give “real 
autonomy” to the Sudeten Germans, for 
the sake of “European 
appeasement.” 
That 
would 
mean 
practically 
a 
self 
governing German state within Czechoslo­ 
v ak ia, doing the will of Hitler and depriv­ 
ing the Czech nation of millions of citi­ 
zens and great industrial resources. 
To a government that expected British 
support 
for 
Czechoslovakian 
integrity 
against Hitler and his tools, it must seem 
a good deal like the famous pledge of 
Artemus Ward, who declared he would 
fight the war to a finish “if it took the last 
drop of his blood— relations.” 
If London will not b^ck Prague, the 
Czech republic may disappear or shrink 
to impotence. 
Yet if Britain should back 
it with military guarantees, it might start 
another general war.

When the rail executives and brother­ 
hoods deadlocked on the 15 per cent wage- 
cut issue, they confronted the President 
with one of the toughest labor problems of 
his regime.

sia in surgery. 
To this 
small 
town have come so many patients 
that he has had to enlarge his 
hospital several times. 
He treats 
m any hundred patients a day. He 
is more respected for his knowl­ 
edge and skill than any other 
surgeon in th at district, and I 
know because that is the district 
in which I live. 
Dr. H ertzler tells this rem ark­ 


able story in an inimitable way. 
I am not going to spoil the book 
for you by quoting or ab stract­ 
ing it. 
He 
performed

oper­ 
ations during m ost of his early 
life, not in a tine operating room 
in a hospital, but in the kitchen of 
a farm house. 
The kitchen table 
was the operating room, the wash 
boiler 
was 
the 
sterilizer, 
the 
family doctor was the assistant. 
I have done the same thing m y­ 
self. 
For from a handicap we got 
some of the best results ever ob­ 
tained in surgery. 
Dr. H ertzler’s 
book records a typical period ir 
the medical life of our western 
states 
It'w as a wholesome period 
for the medical profession. 
There 
was not the affectation and side 
that doctors put on 
nowadays. 
Incidentally, it was easy on the 
patient’s 
pocketbook. 
I 
never 
heard of a patient who protested 
one of Dr. H ertzler’s bills. 
Per­ 
haps because they were "reason­ 
able". 
Maybe th a t is why people 
had more confidence in* doctors 
then than now. 
Only those of us who know Dr 
Hertzler, though, know how really 
good he is. 
In this book he likes 
to give the impression that he is 
just a sort of homely, common­

country practice. 
He is, as a m at­ 
ter of fact, the finest surgical 
pathologist in the United States 
And one of the deftest operators 
I ever saw.
